28th  Year  as  Prexy 

when  Dr.  John  W.  Long  marked 
his  28  th  anniversary  as  president  of 
Lycoming  College  on  October  18, 
he  was  recognized  as  having  been 
in  office  longer  by  two  years  than 
any  other  Methodist  College  presi- 
dent in  the  United  States. 

Only  one  of  the  other  seven 
presidents  of  the  former  seminary 
and  junior  college  served  longer 
than  Dr.  Long.  He  is  Dr.  Edward 
J.  Gray,  president  for  3 1   years. 

Under  Dr.  Long's  administration 
the  institution  has  developed  from 
a  seminary  to  a  junior  college  and 
into  its  present  status  as  a  four- 
year,  degree-granting  school.  Presi- 
dent Long  has  seen  the  enrollment 
grow  from  229  girls  and  162  boys 
in  1921,  to  the  present  800  stu- 
dents. In  28  years  the  college  has 
expanded  over  a  10-acre  campus 
and  added  seven  buildings.

Lithuanian  Student 
Enrolls  Here  Under 
Church  Scholarship 

For  the  first  time  since  1938  the 
future  holds  a  promise  for  21 -year 
old  Gervydas  Simaitis.  It's  the 
promise  of  security  and  education. 

The  Lithuanian  youth  holds  a 
scholarship  to  the  College  given 
through  the  Lutheran  Student  As- 
sociation. He  arrived  here  three 
weeks  ago  from  Germany  after  a 
two-month  delay  in  sailing  orders. 
When  his  father  died  in  a  German 
concentration  camp  in  1941,  Ger- 
vydas and  his  mother  and  brother 
spent  the  next  three  years  being 
shuttled  from  one  displaced  persons 
camp  to  another  through  Germany 
and  Poland. 

They  entered  an  UNRRA  camp 
after  the  surrender  of  Germany  and 
and  when  Gervydas  was  successful 
as  an  American  college  scholarship 
applicant,  the  three  prepared  to 
make  a  new  life  in  the  United 
States.  Gervydas  will  visit  classes 
to  "get  into  the  swing"  before  he 
officially  enrolls  for  the  second  sem- 
ester. 


100- Year  Old  Bell 
Becomes  College  Shrine 

The  century-old  bell  that 
hung  for  many  years  in  the 
tower  of  Old  Main  has  become 
a    college    shrine. 

Not  since  it  became  cracked 
in  1943  has  the  half-ton  bell 
called  students  to  class  or  sig- 
naled athletic  victories.  Work- 
men who  removed  the  bell  from 
the  tower  placed  it  on  the  cam- 
pus in  front  of  Old  Main  and  it 
stood  there  until  October  when, 
on  the  suggestion  of  William  S. 
Hoffman,  administrative  consul- 
tant, it  was  placed  on  a  con- 
crete pedestal  at  the  entrance 
of    the   athletic    field 

Dr.  Long  dedicated  the  shrine 
on  Homecoming  Day.  Since 
that  time  the  bell  has  become  a 
popular  meeting  place  for  stu- 
dents and  in  recent  weeks  it 
has  established  a  record  as  one 
of  the  most  photographed 
places    on    the   campus.

Contest  Rules 

The  rules  of  the  contest  are 
these: 

Who  can  enter?  Any  person 
who  has  taught  or  attended  Dick- 
inson Seminary,  Junior  College  or 
Lycoming  College  one  semester  or 
more  is  eligible.  Two  or  more  eli- 
gible contestants  may  collaborate. 
Contestants  may  submit  as  many 
as  three  different  compositions. 

Rules:  Parodies  or  arrangements 
of  existing  songs  or  hymns  arc  pro- 
hibited. Contestants  are  asked  to 
use  regular  music  manuscript  paper 
and  ink.  Name  of  the  composer  or 
lyricist  should  XOT  appear  on  the 
manuscript  submitted,  but  his 
name  and  address  together  with  the 
name  of  the  song  composed  should 


be  placed  in  a  blank  sealed  envelope 
and  sent  with  the  music  manu- 
script. 

The  competition  closes  March  1, 
1950.  All  entries  must  be  sub- 
mitted to  Walter  G.  Mclver,  Music 
Department,  Lycoming  College,  by 
that  time  so  that  the  winner  can  be 
announced  during  Commencement 
Week,   1950. 

Judges:  A  neutral  panel  of  three 
musicians,  each  of  whom  have  had 
compositions  published,  will  rate 
all  entries.  The  one  receiving  the 
most  points  will  be  considered  the 
winner. 


College  Directors 

Approve  $225,000 
Building  Program 

College  directors  have  approved 
a  $22  5,000  building  program  de- 
signed to  round  out  the  facilities 
at  the  institution. 

Details  of  the  program  are  not 
yet  completed  but  the  plan  calls 
for  one  new  building — a  chapel  to 
seat  1,000  persons.  It  is  to  be  erec- 
ted on  the  campus  facing  Washing- 
ton Boulevard.  Accordmg  to  the 
plan,  Clarke  Chapel  will  be  re- 
modeled into  a  library  to  serve  an- 
ticipated higher  enrollments  and 
the  present  library  will  undergo 
renovations  as  a  science  building. 


Fullback  George  Bellak,  of  Johnstown, 
scored  the  touchdown  that  gave  Lycom- 
ing its  6-0  victory  over  Brockport  State 
Teachers  in  this  year's  Homecoming 
game  and  chalked  up  the  Warriors  only 
T.D.  in  the  Wilkes  College  game.
